Jones also urged voters to become familiar with the new changes in the way the primary
election will be conducted this March 5" in California. This year will mark the fourth changein
primary rulesin the last four statewide primary elections.

Under the new modified primary structure, partisan voters (those voters who have chosen
to affiliate with aqualified political party) will only be permitted to vote for candidates in their
own political party. Voterswho decline to state a party affiliation on their voter registration card
will be permitted to cast either a non-partisan ballot or may select a partisan ballot from one of
the four political parties who have passed rules that permit independent votersto vote in their
party’ s primary elections. The parties who have opened their primaries to unaffiliated voters are
the Democratic, Republican, American Independent and Natural Law parties.
